IHDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 85.—Both 


the great political parties made a, hand- 
some shoving of strength in Indianap- 
olis last night. The republicans have 
for a couple of weeks past been prepar- 
ing for the biggest demonstration of 
tbe campaign on this occasion, with 
Hon Whltelaw Held and Chauncey U., 
Depenr as the drawing'cards. 


Last week Hon. Bourke Cockran was 


assigned here for this same date by the 
democratic national committee, and a 
big counter demonstration was gotten 
up. Fears were- expressed of a riot, 
should the two pjf ades meet, but this 
•was averted by the opposing marshals 
•who amicably agreed upon lines of 
march that should not trespass upon 
each other. 


Mr. Cockran arrived at noon and was 


given 
an 
enthusiastic 
reception. 


Messrs Reid and Depew arrived at 6:30 
o'clock, and were likewise accorded a 
big reception and escorted to their hotel 
by the Republican Commercial Travel- 
ers' club, under whose auspices they 
were brought here 


The two great parades moved from 


the different ends of the city at 7 
o'rlook, passing each other on Wash- 
ington street without untoward inci- 
dent The republican procession con- 
tained about 3,000 men, in it being 
many clubs from other cities in the 
state. 
The 
democratic 
procession, 


made up from local clubs, was nearly 
as large. 


Tho republicans 
having started 


earlier had the advantage in the mat- 
ter of halls, having pre-empted Tomlin- 
son hall, holding about 4,000 people, 
and English's opera house, which will 
hold about 2,000. Nothing was left for 
the democrats but the Grand opera 
house, holding about 1,700 
All three 


of the halls were filled to overflowing, 
thousands of people being unable to 
find standing room anywhere.

without the intervention of a protec- 
tive tariff i that foreign labor competi- 
tion has no terror* for the American 
workman. 


In order to Illustrate his claim that a 


tariff is no protection to the workmen 
of this country the speaker referred 
to the shoe industry of Massachusetts. 
Several years ago It began to languish, 
he declared, and was about to become 
extlnet altogether, when a committee 
of manufacturers, representing this in- 
dustry, went to Washington and had a 
law passed placing hide* on the free 
list, "From that time on the shoe in- 
dustry of Massachusetts began to flour- 
ish," said he, "and now yon cannot find 
on the feet of any American a pair of 
shoes made Im any foreign country. 
What la true of shoes is also true of 
cloth and woolen goods. 


The speaker declared that a protect- 


ive tariff had no tendency ,to make a 
capitalist respect the rights of labor; 
and that the manufacturer did not ex- 
ist la thte country who would pay hi* 
workmen 11 a day as long aa he could 
git th* same Work done by a Zulu or a 
Chinamen or a Hottentot for $1.50. 
The democratic doctrine he stated was 
to Increase th* opportunity for labor. 


The republicans are claiming, said 


he, "that extravagance In administer- 
ing the government i* a public virtue. 
If a man running for a state office 
should come to yon and tell you he had 
increased the tax rate merely for the 
sak* of raising it, would yon give him 
your suffrage? We know that is the 
attltnd*of tb* republican party to-day.

Gardner made his fifth visit ot the day 
to the White House, and as that had 
been the probable hour fixed by him 
when a change would occur, his IT Ap- 
pearance was anxiously awaited by. the 
newspaper men gathered about the 
door. In the meantime it was learned 
that that for the third time in tho 
course of the day Mrs Harrison, had 
overcome what it seemed must be fatal 
nervous attacks. Most of the family 
I were at the supper table and were sum- 
moned thence to the sick room. Tho 
patient, however, again rallied, and en- 
tered upon the sleep that follows these 
incidents of the progress of the case. 


Marvelous is the word that fitly 


characterizes the vitality which Mrs. 
Harrison displays in these repeated at- 
tacks The doctor determined to re- 
main then with Mrs. Harrison, and 
sent word to the ushers to direct that 
his carriage be driven home within him. 


The End Approaching. 


WAsmseTOT, Oot. 24.—At midnight 


Mrs Harrison was slowly sinking, the 
change in the previous hour and a half 
having been greater than at any time. 
Her respiration had fallen to twelve a 
minute, and tho awakening from tho 
lethargic sleep were at greater intervals 
and of briefer periods

had then been with her an unbroken 
stretch of seven and a half hours. The 
end seems to bo approaching, and all 
the family are in the corridor adjoining 
the patient's chamber.

at the bedside of his sick wife. He 
not enter the office portion of the 
building.

stricken partner and they bravely 
fought back the invader together, and 
won a short hour of early companion 
ship. Tho result of the long strain 
Upon the president is matter of serious 
concern to his friends, but it is be- 
lieved that he will be able to cnduro it 
to the end with the same confidence 
and trust that lias made him such 
comfort to others in hours of their 
decpestti {stress. 


A few minu tes before 8 o'clock Dr. 


Gardner made hh fifth visit ot the day 
to the White House, and as that had 
been the probable hour fixed by him 
when a change would occur, his IT ap- 
pearance was anxiously awaited by. the 
newspaper men gathered about the 
door. In the meantime it was learned 
that that for the third time in tho 
course of the day Mrs Harrison had 
overcome what it seemed must be fatal 
nervous attacks. Most of the family 
were at tbe sapper table and were sum 
moned thence to the sick room. Tho 
patient, however, again rallied, and en- 
tered upon the sleep that follows these 
incidents of the progress of the case. 


Marvelous is the word that fitly 


characterizes the vitality which Mrs. 
Harrison displays in these repeated at- 
tacks The doctor determined to re- 
main then with Mrs. Harrison, and 
sent 'word to the ushers to direct that 
his carriage be driven home within him. 


The End Approaching. 


Dot 24.—At midnight

change in the previous hour and a half 
having been greater than at any time.
